SANE AND SOBER FOURTH 


Nation’s Birthday Observed in a Quiet Manner. No Fire- 


crackers Sold by Local Dealers and No Accidents 


Were Reported. Sports at Pomps Pond 
and Ballardvale. 


The Fourth of July 1917, proved Andover to be the “sober and patriotic” 
town of which Bishop Brooks wrote. No birthday of the nation was celebrated so 
quietly and sanely as that of last Wednesday, and not an accident of any kind was 
reported. The night before was noisy and large bands of young people paraded 
the streets, cow bells, horns and other noise making contrivances affording plenty 


of opportunity to usher in the Fourth. 


There were no fireworks or fire crackers for sale locally and the streets pre- 


sented an unusually clean appearance. 


The bells were rung at midnight and at 


sunrise, and a group of young men marched through the principal streets after 
midnight in military order, singing patriotic songs with bugle accompaniments. 
There was no disturbance however, and the police had little trouble during the 


night. 


On the playstead in the morning Tyer and Oakleaves of Lawrence furnished 
entertainment for a large crowd of baseball fans, the regatta of the Canoe Club at 
Pomps Pond attracted many in the afternoon and the Ballardvale Improvement 
society had a celebration of its own on the river for the aquatic sports and in front

When Lack of Powder 
Almost Lost Us July 4 


UR Revolution, whose commence- 
ment we celebrate on July 4, 
began and almost prematurely 

ended in a struggle for powder. There 
was not in the United States at that 
time a powder mill which supplied 
more than purely local necessities, and, 
so far as known, there was but one 
small manufactory of muskets. Unless 
the colonists could obtain powder and 
shot resistance was obviously out of 
the question. 

Two days aftgr Lexington the Mas- 


an accu te of the existing 
supplies © England for its 
hastily army, and it re- 


vette fieldpleces, 21,000 fire- 
arms, 17,000 pounds of powder and 22,- 
000 pounds of ball. Obviously a pound 
of powder per soldier could not last 
very long, and we are not surprised to 
learn that a few months later Wash- 
ington had kegs of sand, labeled “Pow. 
der,” rolled into camp in order to de- 
lude his soldiers into the apparent se- 
curity that there was plenty of am- 
munition. On the morning of Bunker 
Hill each man cf Colonel Stark's brig- 
ade, according to 2 contemporary rec- 
ord, received only “a gill cupful of 
powder, fifteen balls and one flint.” It 
was the failure of ammunition, it will 
be remembered, that compelled the 
colonists to retire from that glorious 
defeat. 

By August, 1775, powder was almost 
gone. Washington wrote that the situ- 
ation was “terrible” and he had left 
only thirty-two barrels of powder for 
his army. The poverty of powder was 
so evident that General Charles Lee 
suggested to Franklin that pikes should 
be manufactured, and Franklin even 
gravely urged the use of bows and 
arrows, 

“Fourth of July” In March. 

Fireworks on Independence day are 
denied the children and grown folks 
of Alask: for the simple reason that 
the July nights are almost as light as 
the days, nnd it does not pay to at- 
tempt pyrotechnic displays if there is 
no darkners to show them off by con- 
trast. Consequently it has become the 
eustom in many Alaskan cities, in- 
eluding Fairbanks, to hold a Fourth 
of July celebration on March 4 when 
the nights are still very long. Then 
there is abundant opportunity for dis- 
playing fireworks of every variety.

New Machine Used by TrolleyRoad | 


to Disinfect Their Cars” 


Safely lo travellers on the cars of 
the Cumberland County Power and 
Light Company is not alone promoted by 
care in the operation of the cars while 
they are on the road. After they come 
into the car barn at night there is 
much work to be done in the way of 
cleaning and disinfecting them to have 
them ready to go out the next day. Up 
to very recently the one thing that 
has bothered everybody has been the 
seats of the cars and now the company 
has solved that trouble. A new ma- 
chine has just been installed in the St. 
John paint shop by the use of which 
car seats can be quickly and thoroughly 
cleaned and after treatment they come 
out as clean and bright as if they were 
new. The machine is simplicity itself. 

It consists of a platform of open | 
construction standing on legs and hav- 
ing seven rollers and a large roller 
brush along the top. By the use of 
compressed air a quantityxof cleaning 
mixtures is forced oul of a hose onto 
the edge of the brush as it comes in| 
contact with the seat which is passed 
back and forth over the rollers and 
over the brush. A dozen passes back 
and forth and the seat is thoroughly 
cleaned, If it is a double faced seat 
all that has to be done is to turn it 
upside down and repeat the process. 
The dust and all kinds of dirt come out 
leaving the seat sweet smelling and as 
clean as when it was new. The ma- 
chine handles either plush or cane | 
seats the only difference being in the 
kind of brush used on them.

Capacity houses continue to be the 
rule at the Copley, where the Henry 
Jewett Players are starting upon their 
second month of the timely English 
War Play “The Man Who Stayed at 
Home.” This play interspersed with 
moments of tense action and hilarious 
laughter, rapidly carries the audience 
from one extreme to the other and 
promises to run indefinitely. 

Based on problems particularly vital 
to us in the present crisis, enlistments 
and espionage, the play thrills one with 
its tense dramatic touches and deft 
humorous incidents.

Leon Gordon and Phyllis Relph are 
particularly able as the British spies, 
while Fred W. Permain, Cameron Mat- 
thews, Beatrice Miller and Jessamine 
Newcombe adequately fill the roles of the 
German plotters. H. Conway Wingfield, 
Florence LeClereq and Dorie Sawyer are 
pleasing in difficult roles.

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Germany’s Need of an Idemnity 


There is much figuring in Germany on 
the size of the idemnity which must be 
collected from the Entente Allies. 
Count von Hertling, the Bavarian 
premier, has indeed declared against the 
imposition of an idemnity, but his declar- 
ation regarding the size of the bills to be 
paid by Germany for its invalids and its 
pensions to the relatives of its dead 
soldiers has encouraged the advocates 
of the idemnity scheme. A Munster 
professor, Dr. Kruckmann, has lately 
written.an article in a Leipzig paper, 
the personal organ of the crown prince, 
presenting a number of arguments why 
an indemnity must be collected. Eng- 
land, says the writer, need not starve out 
Germany to win the war; need not even 
win it decisively, but by coming out with 
a “draw” will have the upper hand for 
all time unless Germany can obtain 
an idemnity and thereby strengthen 
itself at the same time that it weakens 
England and America. His arguiment in 
support of this contention is that if the 
war costs hoth Germany and England 
$20,000,000,000 or even more, it will 
leave Germany badly crippled, while 
England, even though she spent a like 
amount, will have behind her the wealth 
of America. And England, he argues, 
does plan a second war that will put the 
finishing touch to Germany. He speaks 
of it as Fngland’s war of revenge, and 
warns his countrymen to be prepared 
for it. 


Likewise, says he, an idemnity is 
absolutely essential in the interest of 
building up industries which shall give 
employment to all the returning sol- 
diers, and to lighten the taxes which 
promise to be crushingly heavy unless 
some of the present debts can be wiped 
off the slate at the end of the war. Such 
a state of affairs, he believes, will drive 
Germans in droves to America, where 
there is no invalid, sick or old age in- 
surance, and where they will be working 
against their own country and preparing 
its enemy for the second “war of re- 
venge”’ in which America as well as 
England can be counted to take part. 
For this reason, if no other, therefore, 
he considers the matter of an indemnity 
a “stomach, hunger, existence and life 
question for German work-men."’ 


“The German people,”’ he continues, 
‘“‘appear even to-day not to realize that 
the length of the war and the huge earn- 
ings of America have created an entirely 
new siluation. American capital to a 
large extent will become occupationless 
when peace is declared, will therefore 
jump at any possibility, will align it- 
self with English capital in competition 
with us. We, stripped of all free capi- 
tal, would not be able to compete. We 
are so loaded down with war loans that 
we must count on a strong trend of our 
war loan securities to foreign countries 
after the war. Thereby we become in- 
terest payers to the rest of the world, 
our money will flow away from us, with- 
out being available.”’"—The Churchman.

We desire to give the widest possible 
publicity to this facet, and to that end | 
will appreciate your publishing the fol- | 
lowing: — The open season on ruffed 
grouse, woodeock, quail and gray 
squirrels will be from = November 1 
to November 30, both dates inclusive. | 
The exceptions are that woodcock may | 
hunted in) Berkshire, Franklin, | 
Hampden and Tlampshire Counties 
from October 20 to November 30, both 
dates inclusive. 

In Hampshire and Middlesex Coun- 
ties the hunting of quail is prohibited 
for five vears, beginning July 1, 1917.

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SIX CENT FARE 


The Bay State Street Railway has | a six months’ trial. 


won its fight for a six-cent fare all over 
the system, which is the biggest in the 
country. An order granting the com- 
pany’s petition was issued Tuesday by 
the Public Service Commission. 

The company has until July 13: to 
accept all the conditions of the new 
schedule, which will go into effect thirty 
days after acceptance. 

In other words, a six-cent fare will 
soon be the rule outside the Boston 
elevated lines all. the way along the 
eastern coast from New Hampshire to 
Rhode Island. Last vear the increase 
to six cents was allowed in some forty or 


fifly towns served by the Bay State 
roud in’ Massachusetts. Now the in- 
crease is extended to the remaining 


towns and all the cities. 

The public service commission order 
provides that the Bay State line shall 
sell twenty tickets for a dollar in all the 
cities where the fare is now five cents, 
these tickets to be good except on Sun- 
days and holidays and after one o'clock 
Saturday afternoons. 

Twenty ride tickets for one dollar 
within the limits of Boston, including 
Ilvde Park, Beverly, Brockton, Chel- 
sea, Everett,. Fall River, Haverhill, 
Lawrence, Lowell, Lynn, Malden, Mel- 
rose, Peabody, Quincy, Revere, Salem, 
and Taunton will be sold. There will 
not be any charge for transfer. Com- 
mutation tickets and workmen's tickets 
will not be interfered with. 

The price of school children’s tickets 
is increased from two and one-half to 
three cents each. 

Free transfers are to be continued 
throughout the system except where 
the centers of population of one city is 
unusually remote from the population 
center of an adjacent city. For in- 
stance this rule would exclude free 
transfers between Lynn and Saugus. 

Ilowever, the free transfers will be 
continued for the most part where the

Y-Boats Laid In Walt Outside 
German Submarine Zone 


CONCERTED ATTEMPT FAILS 


At Least One of Kaiser's Plungers 
Is Sunk to Bottom, Not a Single 
Ship or Man of Our Fleet Being In- 
jured—Enemy Apparently ' Hopec 
to Catch Convoy Napping—Newse 
Held Back Until Last of Our Men 
Hald Landed on French Soil 


Washington, July 5.—That German 


submarines, assembled in force, 


made two wreck the 
Americon expeditionary force while 
on its way to France, and were si3- 
nally defeated, was the thrilling 
story which the navy department gave 
out to be conveyed to the American 
people as fitting news for the great 
national holiday. 

The news has been known to the 
Washington officials for some days, 
but its publication was delayed pend- 
ing the arrival in Franve of the last 
vessel of the expeditionary force. 

From the statement iss ied by Sec- 
retary of the Navy Daniels, it is evi- 
dent that the German officials were 
fully acqu-inted with the details of 
the expedition, knew the date of its 
sailing and probable time of its ar- 
and made 
plans on a tremendous scale to sink 
the transports. 

A great ag regation of U-boats was 
ordered to assemble in the Atlantic at 
a point far beyond the ordinary 
U-boat lane, doubtless counting on a 
surprise attack to enoble them to ac- 
complish their purpose all the more 
successfully. 

They also planned a night attack, 
doubtless hoping that in the dark- 
ness they could torpedo some of the 
troopships before the convoying war- 
ships had any indication of danzer. 

As further showing the accuracy 
and completeness of their information 
the German officials planned their 
rendezvous for attack at a point west- 
ward of a rendezvous chosen by the 
Washington officials for a meeting 
between the expedition and the Amer- 
fean squadron and destroyers which 
have heen oyerating in British wa- 
ters for some time. 

The idea was to give the transports 
the benefit of this added protection 
before thev entered waters considered 
the real danger zone.

Americans on the Job 

The German officials, seemingly ac- 
quainted with these plans, made ar- 
rangements for attack at a point far

RUSSIAN DRIVE CONTINUES 


Brussiloff’s Forces Capture More Than 
Eighteer’ Thousand Teutons 

London, July 5.—The soldiers of 
revolutionary Russia maintained their 
attempts to break through the Aus- 
tro-German lines in eastern Galicia. 
General Brussiloff’s men continue 
their efforts and are throwing fresh, 
forces against the Teuton positions. 

During Sunday and Monday the 
Russians captured 300 officers and 
18,000 men, and on Tuesday and 
Wednesday probably added several 
thousand to the total. Twenty-nine 
guns and thirty-three machine guns 
were taken from the Austro-Ger- 
mans. 

In Champagne the German crown 
prince has made another desperate 
and fruitless effort to break the 
French lines northwest of Rheims. 

After checking the Germans, the 
French took the initiative in a small 
operation east of Cerny and captured 
a German salient. 

Raids and ;:atrol engagements have 
occupied the Germans and_ British 
further north. 

Several Austrian attacks on the 
Carso south of Gorizia were checked 
by the Italians, Rome reports. 


ENROLLED AS AMERICANS 


Six Red Cross Nurses From America 
Convicted of Espionage 

London, July 5.—The conviction of 
six German spies, enrolled as Ameri- 
can Red Cross nurses, on charges ol 
espionage, has forced the French and 
British governments to refuse to per- 
mit any nurse whose parents are un- 
naturalized Germans to cross the sea 
to minister to the wounded in France. 

These women had worked near the 
advanced dressing stations, where 
they had access to valuable informa- 
tion, both by observation and by tak- 
ing statements from the wounded. 
Prisoners were also interviewed by 
these nurses to increase their fund 
of information. The women thus con- 
victed were from America and were 
of German parentage. 

They conveyed to Germany vital 
information on troop movements and 
the condition of the allied troops at 
certain positions of the line, 


SINKINGS FALL OFF 
British Losses by U-Boats Very 
Small During the Past Week 

London, July 5.—The smallest 
number in weeks of sinkings of mer- 
chant vessels by German submarines 
is shown in the weekly shipping sum- 
mary, which says that fifteen British 
merchant ships of more than 1600 
tons were sunk, and five vessels ot 
less than that tonnage. Eleven fish- 
ing vessels also were lost. 

The report gives the arrivals dur- 
ing the week as 2745 and the sailing 
as 2846, which makes the percentage 
of sinkings .30, the lowest in several 
weeks. 

It is considered that the big de- 
crease is atributable to the fact that 
the American flotilla has been en- 
abled to get fully back on the job once 
more, now that the United States ex- 
peditionary forces have safely arrived 
in France. 


GERMAN AIR RAID 


| Eleven Persons Killed and Thirty-Six 


Injured In English Town 

London, July 5.—Fom twelve to 
fourteen German air raiders yester- 
day dropped bombs in Harwich, a sea- 
port town in Essex, it is officially an- 
nounced. Eleven persons were killed 
and thirty-six were injured. ' 

Two oi the German machines that 
took part in the raid were brought 
down ablaze by the British naval air- 
eraft and a third machine was dam- 
aged.

| ARMY INQUIRY 
INTO RACE RIOT 


Death List at East St. Louis 
Has Reachsd Thirty-Seven 


OVER 300 HOMES BURNED 


Troops Patrol City From Which More 
Than Half the Negro Population 
Has Fled--Only Two of Nearly » 
Hundred Men Held on Charge of 
Inciting to Riot 


East St. Louis, Ils., July 5.—A 
federal investigation of race riots 
here, in which thirty-thee negroes 
and four whites were killed and ap- 
proximately 310 nezro homes were 
burned, was begun by Colonel Hun- 
ter, chief quartermaster of the cen- 
tral division of the United States 
army. 

Hunter is under’ instructions te 
make a full report of the trouble to 
General Barry at Chicago, command- 
ant of the central department. 

The city is absolutely quiet now. 
The fire department was kept busy 
constantly Monday night and all day 
Tuesday fighting fires in the negro 
districts. Residents of the city spent 
a dreary Fourth of July for the most 
part, remaining in their homes. 

More than 2000 [linois National 
Guardsmen patrolled the streets in 
every section of the city, under strict 
orders to shoot ff necessary. The 
city’s Fourth of Julyy celebration was 
called off, and all saloons and the- 
atres remained closed 

Militamen prevented 
congregating in any se:tion of the 
city. Strong detachments of soldiers 
guarded the stockvards and large 
manufacturing plants. 

The only excitement of the day was 
the finding of three negro bodies, 
badly mutilated, in Cahokia creek, 
bringing the death list up to thirty- 
seven. Civil authorities began the 
work of collecting and preparing evi- 
dence to be presented to the gran¢ 
jury when it convenes. 

Only two of the ninety-two men ar- 
rested on charges of inciting to riot 
are being held. The authorities say 
that the ringleaders of the mobs are 
known and that action will be taker 
against them at the proper time. 

Governor Lowden, who came here. 
has promised the Chamber of Com- 
merce a full investization of charges 
of ineffictency and lack of discipline 
against the militiamen who.were here 
during the height of the. rioting. 

Estimates were made by the au- 
thorities that morgen half of the 
city’s negro population has departed.

President of China Flees From 
His Palace at Tien Tsin 


Tien Tsin, July 5.—Li Yuan Hung, 
the Chinese president, with two-at- 
tendants, escaped from the palace 
and sought refuge in the Japanese 
legation.

Wife of Great Land Owner Was Mixed

London, July 5.—Colonel William 
Cornwallis West died at Ruthin Cas- 
tle, North Wales, at the age of 82. 
He was one of the greatest landed 
proprietors in England. 

West was lord lieutenant of Den- 
bigshire since 1872 and honorary col- 
onel of the Fourth battalion of Royal 
Welsh Fusiliers. His wife became in- 
volved in an army scandal in January 
of this year. She was severely 
scored for her interest in and subse- 
quent antagonism to a young Irish 
lieutenant.
